Imported Case — New Orleans, La., Dec. 2, 1919. 

Ono imported case of yellow fever from Merida, State of Yucatan, 
Mexico, died in New Orleans, La., on December 2d. The diagnosis 
was verified by autopsy. 

In view of the facts that the New Orleans territory is noninfectible 
at this season, that before arrival in New Orleans the patient had 
presumably passed the three days' period of illness in which he would 
be infectious, and that the vessel was fumigated for the destruction 
of mosquitoes prior to leaving Progreso, Yucatan, there is no reason 
to believe that any secondary case can result. The case is of academic 
interest only, and has no sanitary significance.
